TWO one's going to hold a snake dance and 
" set off a bonfire because o£ it, but 
there's cause for admiration in foresighted 
Borough Manager Horace Gulden's catch- 
basin program. 


Pottstowa has been plagued by its lack of 


1 storm sewers. There are few catch basins 


around town, with the result that rain water 
just gushed across streets, washing down 
everything before it. 


Mountains of Pottstown's famous yellow 


shale have been washed into the Schuylkill 
river. Cellars have been flooded from time 
immemorial" because the rain water had no 
place to go. - 


Some housewives even ran their Monday 


wash water, their dishwater right out into 
the gutters. Sometimes the smelly, stagnant 
water stood around for weeks.

Motorists swore every time it rained, be- 


cause in driving over Pottstown's infamous 
'"thank-you-ma'ams," those low-bellied gut- 
ters across busy streets, their engines were 
flooded out, or their cars were squirted with 
filthy, muddy water. 


The "thank-you-ma'ams" or dipsydoes 


were most prominent on North Charlotte 
street, but other streets such as North Han- 
over, North Franklin and North Evans had 
their share. They Avere memorials to the 
stinginess of Pottstown borougK administra- 
tions who failed to construct storm sewers. 


These dips in the street intersection which 


left motorists empty in the pit of their stom- 
achs like a trip on a roller-coaster, were 
made 
more hazardous when Pottstown's 


building expansion boomed. 


When developments like Brookside Homes, 


West Pottsgrove homes and -the. North 'End 
expansion went up, there was less haven for 
the rain water. 


So floods gushed over 'Pottstown's main 


streets trying to reach the low 'levels and the 
river. The result was that High street fre- 
quently was flooded. Often, in the vicinity 
of the, Memorial hospital, the entire main 
sten^was covered by a lake: 


And that's not saying "what happened to 


homes on Queen street in that area. Their 
parlor furniture almost floated into the sec- 
ond floors!

Now possibly relief is in sight. 
Extension of the storm sewer system in 


the- Nprtrr-End Is accompanied by the* con- 
struction of catch basins. Some intersections 
are well enough guarded by these basins that 
there'll be no flooding of streets, no gushing 
of water for blocks upon blocks.

Blind Driving a Hazard . 
JTARLIER darkness now overtaking evening 


traffic is increasing the prevalence of 


blind driving on every highway and multiply- 
ing the chance of accident. 
" 


The average driver is blinded for fully one 


second by the sudden full force of improperly 
focused headlights of an oncoming car. In 
this fractional p e r i o d , a car driven nl 
nominal road speed of 40 miles an hour is 
moving blindly for approximately 60 feet. 


This blind period is responsible for many 


accidents. But the average motorist fails to 
realize its seriousness and adjust his speed 
to the risk involved. 


Similar fault applies to the pedestrian on 


the road. In headlight glare, he assumes a 
driver sees him. Unfortunately for many, the 
blind period intervenes with 'approach of an-, 
other car and the pedestrian is struck before 
he has a chance to step off the roadway. 


A pedestrian is in danger within 200 feet 


of a vehicle moving at legal speed while thfc 
driver is temporarily blinded. 


At 40 miles an hour, a vehicle' travels 59 


feet per second. Add 45 feet more for reac- 
tion distance—the time it lakes to apply 
brakes. Then add 109 feet for braking dis- 
tance. Total: 213 feet from danger to safety. 


In that distance many tragedies occur.

Trieste Problem So Hot 
All Sides Favor Cool-off

The Trieste situation, fanned to the 


ignition.' point by the Anglo-American 
announcement of plans to withdraw from 
their occupation zone, has gotten so hot 
that all sides now seem determined to 
cool it off. 


Italy, especially, which showed signs' 


for several days of sticking doggedly to 
the Anglo-American plan to give her 
zone A, including the port-city, has now 
begun to talk again about the prospects 
of further negotiation. 


The foreign ministers 
of 
France, 


Britain and the United States, conferring 
in London, are intent on working out 
something that will remove the Yugoslav 
threat to fight if the Italians attempt to 
put their troops in., 


The first hope of the original 


move, over and above the fact that 
it was designed to get Italy's ap- 
proval of the European Defense Com- 
munity, was to bring the Italians and 
Yugoslavs face to face with the' ne- 
cessity of a, practical agreement 
which the Big Two hoped would make 
permanent the present temporary 
zonal boundary.' 


The actual result was to create a 


situation which if carried through would 
place Italian and Yugoslav troops face to 
face in a highly explosive atmosphere. 


* * * 


IT IS NOW very likely that his move 


will be delayed, if not entirely abandoned, 
in favor of renewed negotiations between 
Belgrade and Rome, or a four or five- 
power conference to attempt an agreed 
settlement. 


There is a feeling in some quarters 


that a settlement might be reached if the 
big powers" were to formally repudiate 
their 1948 policy of giving all of Trieste 
territory back to Italy, coupled with a 
promise by Italy that, in return for zone 
A, she would completely renounce her 
claims on zone B. 


The trouble with that is that both 


the Yugoslav and Italian govern- 
ments, having stirred up the animals 
of public opinion at home, are now 
in the position of having the animals 
turn on them if they show signs of 
compromise. 


It seemed more likely that Tito's 


suggestion for a general conference of 
the most closely involved powers would 
be accepted, in the hope that, even if it 
could not produce a definitive settlement, 
it would at least give the two parties a 
chance to cool off. 


AT ANY RATE, the possibility that a 


clash between Italy and Yugoslavia 
would set off a general war made every- 
one understand that "face" has become a 
minor matter in the dispute. 


The allies, and everyone else, will 


just have to cut their cloth to fit the 
case, regardless of who is embarrassed. 


Claire Booth Luce, ambassador to 


Rome, has been both credited with 
and accused of producing the Trieste 
idea originally. Whether this is true, 
no one person will gel credit or 
blame for it in the long run. It was 
handled at top levels in the State de- 
partment amid a secrecy unusual 
even for those soundproof walls. 


When first news of it leaked from 


Rome, department press officers were 
perfectly honest in denying any knowl- 
edge of the impending action. The dip- 
lomatic press corps in Washington is still 
highly indignant about that. 


It is true, however, that the proposal 


was being discussed in Rome while Tito 
v;as still completely ignorant of it, and 
that he was taken by surprise when 
advised just a few hours before the new 
policy was announced. This has played- 
a part in his indignation.

FOLKS OF FAME—GUESS 


THE NAME 


"1. The younger of two famous 
brothers in American letters, he 
was born in New York city on 
April 15, 1843. He spent most of 
his boyhood in Europe, returning 
to this country to enter Harvard 
Law school in 1860. Although he 
studied law, his real concern in 
life was literature, and his first 
short story was published in a 
national magazine in 1865. 
In 


1915, he was naturalized a British 
citizen and was awarded the 
Order of Merit by King George. 
His works include ''The Portrait 
of a Lady," "A Passionate Pil- 
grim." "The Wings of the Dove," 
"Daisy Miller," "An Interna- 
tional 
Episode," 
"Washington 


Square" and "The Turn of the 
Screws.", He died on Feb. 28, 
1916, .in London. 
' - 


2. Born 'in England* in 1597,- 


this clergyman was one of the 
co-founders of the American col- 
ony of New Haven in 1638. He 
was educated at Oxford, entering 
the ministry of the Established 
Church of England. 


In 1636, he sailed for America, 


and, 
after stopping in Boston to 


see his friend, John Cotton, he 
and Eaton moved on to Quinni- 
piac (New Haven) to establish a 
trading post and colony. He was 
minister there for 30 years, after 
which time he moved to Boston 
to take up duties as minister of 
the First church. In 1670, em- 
broiled in the controversy over 
the "Half-way Covenant" of 1662, 
he died of apoplexy.

He was reminded 
of these good old days by a "Do You Re- 
member?" photo in yesterday's Mercury, 
a photo showing his father, Daniel Wcid- 
ner, driving the two-horse steam engine 
of Philadelphia Steam Fire Engine com- 
pany, with Clymer Missimer, 
longtime 


borough health officer) and*Moose leader, 
at ttie back of the wagon. The two fire 
horses were Dexter and Lawrence. The 
older Weidner, when not in the fire house, 
\vas likely to be driving two of the fire 
horses as they pulled 
a 
1000-galkm 


sprinkler wagon. High street property- 
owners paid for the sprinkling, and the 
money helped pay for the fire equipment. 
When he was out sprinkling and a fire 
alarm sounded, the son recalls, "He'd 
unhitch the tank wagon, jump on one of 
the horses and ride like crazy back to 
the fire house."

He's been 
a parcel post_ driver for, _the Pottstown 
postoffice for 40 years. For all but tha 
first few years, he's been behind the 
v.-heel of a motorized truck. The son, 
incidentally, although he has many fond 
memories of the Phillies, tis a member 
of Empire Hook and Ladder company.

baldness, extending from notions con- 
cerning men's virility to ideas about 
heredity. It should be remembered that 
women suffer from this condition as well 
as men, though -perhaps not in as great 
numbers.

The first sign of future hair loss may 


be scaling of the scalp. This scaling can 
be due'to many causes, one of the most 
frequent being a disease of the oil glands 
of the scalp, known as seborrheic derma- 
titis. 


Other causative factors may be a 


type of mold or fungus infection, or a 
hereditary predisposition to baldness. 
Certain types of bacteria may also pro- 
duce this condition. 
i 


Recently, in a group of men and 


women with severe scaling of the scalp 
and ensuing loss of hair, a new type of 
treatment was tried by a group of phy- 
sicians. This treatment uses a lotion 
containing the female hormone, estrogen. 


The hormone was combined with a 


70 percent alcohol solution. This pre- 
paration alleviated the scalp scaling and 
reduced the hair loss in a group of pa- 
tients on whom it was tried. No hor- 
monal disease occurred after its use. 


This experiment would tend to indi- 


cate that the use of hormones in the form 
of a scalp lotion might be helpful. 
It 


was found that women responded to this 
treatment faster than men and required 
fewer treatments. 


It was also found that the more re- 


cent the scaling and baldness, the belter 
effect the female hormone had in clear- 
ing it up. In most instances, the pro- 
gression of the baldness was stopped by 
this type of treatment.

In the cases ,lhat did relapse, » re- 


sumption of treatment again stopped the 
disease progress.
